A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record In the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

tn every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .11 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of partlcipant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The interview was conducted to place the claims in condition for 
allowance by overcoming a potential 1 12, second paragraph rejection of claims 10, 1 1 , 20 and 22. An indefiniteness 
issue was raised because the claims submitted March 22, 2005 made it appear that the inert particles and second 
antibody only formed a solution in the miaotube. Thus, it was unclear how the inert particles and second antibody 
would cause the agglutinated cells to fomri a layer on top of the inert particles, rather than a pellet at the bottom of the 
microtube which typically occurs with sedimentation assays. Applicants* authorized the Examiner's Amendment that 
appears as an attachment to the Interview Summary. This Amendment overcomes any potential indefiniteness issues 
because it makes it dear that the claims require an amount of inert particles sufficient to fonm a column that causes 
the agglutinated cells to form an upper layer upon sedimentation or centrifugation of the column. The Examiner also 
alleged it was unclear whether or not the inert particles were fixed to the second antibody. However, Dr. Doyle 
correctly noted that page 23 of the specification makes it dear that the inert particles and second antibody are not 
connected. . 
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
